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NOTE 

THE Metropolitan Museum of Art is cele- 
brating the fiftieth anniversaiy of its 
foundation with an exhibition of a unique char- 
acter, in which loans from private collections in 
and about New York, made for this special 
occasion, are intermingled with its own perma- 
nent possessions, in the various departments to 
which they relate. In addition to these loans 
the Museum itself is presenting special features, 
such as recent accessions which have not been 
shown hitherto, new arrangements of certain 
galleries, and so forth. 

To assist visitors in locating these loans and 
special features the following guide has been 
prepared. It relates only to them, and is in- 
tended as a temporary supplement to, not a 
substitute for, the general Guide to the Col- 
lections of the Museum. The route followed 
is that of the general Guide.

LOANS AND SPECIAL FEATURES 

FIRST FLOOR 

The Main Entrance Hall has been especially decorated for 
this celebration from designs by, and executed under the direc- 
tion of, Messrs. McKim, Mead and White, to whom acknowledg- 
ment is due for their generosity in offering their services as a 
contribution. The emblems in the medaUions surrounding the 
hall are l^ose of coimtries or cities represented in the collections 
of the Museum. The four heads on tiie central piers — ^Painting, 
Sculpture, Architecture, and Decorative Arts — are the work of 
Ezra Winter, late of the American Academy in Rome. 

In the southern half of the hall has been placed the first gift 
ever received by the Museum, a Roman sarcophagus which was 
presented in 1870 by Abdo Debbas, U. S. Consul at Tarsus. 

CLASSICAL ART 

To the left of the Main Entrance Hall are installed the col- 
lections of the Classical Department. In this department the 
recent purchases have been incorporated with the Fiftieth 
Anniversary Exhibition as special features and are shown for 
the first time in the rooms where by period they belong. They 
are listed below, together with a few loans, which are clearly 
indica^ as such in their respective places.

EGYPTIAN ART 

The loans and special features in the Department of Egyptian 
Art, found directly across the Main Entrance Hall, are confined 
to two rooms, the Third and Eighth Egyptian Rooms. 

In the Third Room are installed some of the recent accessions Third 
to the collections, acquired mostly in Egypt during the period Egyptian 
of the war, partly through the excavations of the Museum's '^^^ 
Egyptian Expedition at Thebes and partly through purchase. 
These consist of various notable examples of sculpture; funerary 
stelae; vases of pottery, faience, alabaster, diorite, and other 
stones; model weapons and implements; copper vessels; wall- 
inlays of polychrome faience; and many otiier representative 
objects illustrative of various periods and phases of Egyptian 
civilization and art. 

The Eighth Room contains an exhibition of Egyptian jewelry. Eighth 
articles of adornment, and other objects in gold, silver, semi- Egyptian 
precious stones, faience, and other materials, including a series ^'^^ 
of particularly beautiful necklaces of gold, faience, stone, and 
glass beads, lent by Mr. and Mrs. GiSddard Du Bois, and a 
pectoral of gold, with colored inlay, from the famous Tukh el 
Garmus treasure, the remainder of which is now in the Cairo 
Museum, lent by Mrs. Joseph McKee Cook.

From the main Hall of Armor (Wing H, Gallery 9) a stairway CUusRoom 
descends to the basement where in Class Room B has been ^ 
arranged a special exhibition intended to show the extent, 
variety, and value of the educational work of the Museum. 

The Room of Recent Accessions is reached from the Hall of tUxm cf 
Armor by passing through the remaining Egyptian galleries. ^^^ " 
During the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary this room ^^**^^^ 
has been set aside for an exhibition that shows graphically the 
development of the Museum in fifty years. TTbis consists of 
memorabilia, portraits and photographs of founders, benefactors, 
and trustees, plans, views, and charts. 

From this room the route lies through the gallery filled with 
sculpture by Auguste Rodin, past the architectural casts in the 
Hall of Casts, to the rooms in which are installed the musical 
instruments.

PRINT GALLEBIES 

In the Print Galleries (entered by passing through the long 
gallery where the Museum collection of Venetian glass is largely 
shown) the walls are hung with prints and the floor cases contain 
illustrated books, the e^bition as a whole being intended to 
show by small but carefully selected groups of material the more 
important phases of the development of etching, engraving, and 
woodcutting during the four centuries from about 1480 to about 
1880. Because of space limitations the exhibition contains 
only original prints, except for a few unusually important items 
which are reproductive in nat]^. 

The Department of Prints having been in existence only three 
years and being still in a formative stage, it has been necessary 
to borrow a few prints and a considerable number of books in 
order that the scheme of the exhibition might be followed out. 
Among the things owned by the Museum attention is more 
particularly called to the groups of Renaissance woodcuts and 
prints by Dtlrer. The loans kindly made by friends of the 
Museum, in each case of important material, are as follows:

Of the Print Galleries, the most southerly contains the en- 
gravings, the central one the etchings, and the north gallery the 
woodcuts, the books being arranged in chronological order in 
the floor cases about the three gaUeries. 

FAR EASTERN ART 
Oriental Ceramics. 

The collection of Chinese pottery of the T'ang and Sung Gallery 
periods (reached by recrossing the Gallery of Special Exhibi- ^ 
tions) has been rearranged and augmented by loans from Samuel 
T. Peters, S. K. de Forest, and IMLra. WiUiam H. Moore, in order 
to show a more complete collection, which, as it now stands, is 
thoroughly representative of all the different periods and styles 
of Chinese pottery. 

The porcelains and potteries of the Ming period and later have 
been treated in the same way and through important loans from 
an anonymous lender and from Mrs. F. F. Thompson the collec- 
tion gives now the greatest facilities for study of the entire 
Chinese ceramic art in all its details. 

The Corean pottery on the opposite side of the balcony has a GaUery 
very remarkable addition of an early incense burher and two ^ 
kilins of the Korai period, lent by S. K. de Forest.

In Gallery E 8, beyond the room containing the Bishop Col- ^*^ ^ 
lection of jades, is a very interesting Sung tapestry lent by ^^"^^ ^ 
William H. Clarke. 

The collection of bronzes in Gallery E 9 has been greatly ^^^9 E

One is the Chinese Buddhistic 
figure of dried lacquer described in the April Bulletin and the 
otiier the Japanese figure of Amida enthroned on a lotus stand 
which was described in the Bulletin of last December.
